°The war and the incidents arising out of it haveproduced many 
popular fallacies, and not the least of these is the idea, widespread 
in many quarters. that the Dutch people and. Government have been 
pro-German ard would really like ta have seen the Entente defeated. 
There may be—tHere nodoubt are~Dutchmen who. felt this way, 

. just as there are" pros” and “‘antis™ in every country in regard to 
all international questions. But these in no wise represent the 
feelings of Holland as a whole, and certainly their views have never 
been shared by the Uioverninent. Ifthe Dutch people really sided 
with the Germans, what was there to prevent them coming into the 
“war after Belgiuyy had heen over-run and any danger to their 
territory thus removed? Moreover, what could the Dutch hope to 
have geined by a (rerman victory, when we see bow the Huns, all 
‘the way through, sought to subjugate all small States that stood in 
the way of their world-domination scheme? Obviously. a German 
victory would have meant for Holland, sooner or'later. a complete 
Joss of independence. and that fact has ‘from the start heen patent 
to all Dutchmen whio have given a moment's thought tothe matter. 


. 5 We raise this question of Holland’s war attitude because we 


believe there is even yet a great deal of misconception, based on 
ignorance, prevailing on the subject. During the course of the war 
we have referred more than once to the extremely difficult and 
' delicate position in which the Dutch were placed~a position worse 
in many respects than that of any other neutral. Recently an, 
article, giving the” case for Holland, appeared in 
Zelfotundigheid, and we want to extract a few points from it in 
fairness to the Dutch-people who have been” unjustly maligned 
during the war. This journal has for years. openly espoused 
the canse, of the Allies. and, as~ the’ joint editors say, they 
have done so at the risk of their lives, for if Hollandhad been invad- 
_ed by the Germans they would have been amongst the first to have 
been shot. Against the allegation that the Dutch nation is-pro- 
German ut ‘heart, the writer of the article under notice 
says the very large majority are anti-German; adding .“the 
indignation caused by. the invasion of Belgium,-by the cruel Ger- 
man war methods, by the inhuman treatment of. prisoners of war 
and by the deportation off French and Belgian civilians was as 
universal, as ‘it. was intense; the heroic perseverance with which 
. the Allicd Powers resisted the invasion was regarded throughout the 
war with admiration and sympathy.” Then the point is cited that the 
yuthless way in which the German Navy preyed on Dutch trading 
vessels, fishing boats and trawlers affordes ample evidence that the 
German Government did not consider itself favoured either hy the 
Dut¢h people or Government, As to the question why Holland, if 
sympathisinz with the Allies’ aims, did not join hands with the 
Entente; the-writer-shows—that-the taking of such'a course would 
have exposed the country to the same fate as other small nations 
and there was nothing to counterbalance the risk of annihilation’ 
in case of defeat. There thus only remained one line of conduct— 
neutrality. On the-sand und gravel- question, the writer says that 
the Dutch Government gave an interpretation. of internationgl law 
‘which was not shared by the Allies, but that'throughout the 
official controversy its good faith was.never questioned and that to 
attribute the difference of opinion to partiality is a gross injustice. 
As tothe attitude of Dutch diplomats, a fact worth mentioning is 
that’'Mr. van Vollenhoven, who remained in charge of the Nether- 
‘lands Legation at Brussels during the German occupation, has: been 
offered the Freedom of that city and of Antwerp for his untiring 
energy on behalf of the Belgian peoplé, whilst the present Dutch 
Minister in Peking, who was Charge d’Affaires in Petrograd, bas 
_been honoured by the British Government for ‘his services in pro- 
tecting British lives and property. - ce

saw represented last evening to 
enter.into a League of Nations, 
the doors of decent society should 
be closed for ‘ever against it. 
Those who might have entertain- 
ed any doubts as'‘to whether the 
peace conditions are.too'‘hard on 
Germany, after seeing this film, 
cannot but «arrive at the conclu- 
sion that,as compared with her 
deserts, the punishment of Ger- 
many is infinitesimal.
